molecules corresponding to chemical reactions whose activity is to be measured; 

providing for the presence of said substrate molecules within said cell or cells;

chemical reaction to produce altered substrate molecules; 

liberating said substrate molecules and said altered substrate molecules from the 
cell or cells; 

detecting the label to distinguishably identify the substrate molecules and/or 
altered substrate molecules from said cell or cells; and 

quantifying the amounts of detected altered substrate molecules and/or detected 
unaltered substrate molecules to determine the presence and amount of said chemical 
reaction.
